WE  WANT  TO  GO  TO  RUSSIA 

AND  SEE  THE  RED  UTOPIA 


Did  we  go  into  this  war  just  for  the  fun  of 
fighting  and  using  up  our  resources,  accum¬ 
ulating  a  three  hundred  billion  dollar  debt — 
to  help  wreck  Europe  and  pauperize  the  people 
just  so  we  could  feed  them  and  build  it  up 
again  ? 

That  is  not  the  reason  we  were  given  day 
and  night  over  the  radio.  We  were  told  our 
sacrifices  were  to  establish  the  Four  Freedoms 
all  over  the  world.  'Some  of  us  believed  our 
leaders  were  sincere,  so  we  made  hundreds  of 
sacrifices,  worked  the  night  shifts  in  factories. 
Ten  million  of  our  sons  quit  school  or  positions 
and  were  shipped  to  more  than  75  points  in 
world — from  Iceland  to  Africa.  275  thousand 
are  how  buried  in  327  overseas  cemeteries. 

Again  and  again,  we  were  urged  to  hold  on 
a  little  longer,  to  turn  out  more  weapons,  to 
do  without  everything  from  cigarettes  to  auto¬ 
mobiles,  and  soon  peace  would  come  and  the 
Atlantic  Charter  would  be  put  into  operation. 

FREEDOM 

Something  must  be  wrong.  Peace  did  not 
come  and  there  is  Jess  freedom  in  the  world 
than  at  any  time  in  history.  If  there  is  free¬ 
dom,  let’s  lift  this  iron  curtain  from  around 
Europe  so  we  may  see  WHAT  \ye  fought  for 
— and  WHO  we  fought  for. 

FEAR 

More  people  are  living  under  fear — at  least 
thirteen  countries  of 'Europe — four  hundred 
million  in  China  and  Manchuria,  ninety-six 
percent  of  the  Russians,  and  in  the  United 
States  there  never  has  been  as  much  fear  or 
distrust  of  our  Government.  Japan  has  less 
fear  than  most  of  the  World,  thanks  to  MacAr- 
thur.  One  hundred  seventy  million  in  Europe 
are  on  the  verge  of  starvation — three  million 
Germans  have  starved. 

FREEDOM  OF  RELIGION 

This  is  nearing  the  end  in  Europe  because 
the  Red  hand  of  Stalin  is  trying  to  end  Chris¬ 
tianity.  Religion  of  all  kinds  is  practically  driv¬ 
en  underground  in  all  countries  where  Stalin 
dominates.  Religious  women  are  turned  over 
to  Red  soldiers.  Hundreds  of  priests  from  many 
countries  are  now  in  slave  labor  camps  in 
Russia,  hundreds  more  killed.  -This  is  done 
by  the  world-wide  political  organization  that 
is  determined  ,to  take  charge  in  the  United 
States.  - 

FREEDOM  OF  THE  PRESS 

During  the  War  we  got  practically  no  real 
news  from  Europe — we  were  told  it  was  mil¬ 
itary  necessity.  What  is  it  now,  one  year  after 
the  end  of  the  War?  During  the  War  we  were 
told  it’s  best  for  you  not  to  know;  just  give' 
us  your  sons  and  your  billions,  let  us  do  the 
thinking.  We  did  that.  But  now!  Again  we 
are  asked  to  sacrifice: — cut  down  on  our  food. 


ration  bread,  deny  ourselves — -so  we  can  send 
thousands  of  shiploads,  to  Europe.  Again  we 
say  O.K. —  but,  we  .would  like  to  know  what 
is  going  on  in  Europe.11  Millions  of  U.  S.  cit¬ 
izens  aFe  anxious  about  their  relatives. 

We  would  like  to  be  sure  none  of  this  food 
is  being  used  to  bring  hungry  people  to  Com¬ 
munism — we  have  heard  that  it  is.  Are  Am¬ 
erican  Reds  distributing  this  food?  We  know 
our  lend-lease  trucks  and  arms  sent  to  Russia 
are  being  used  to  kill  anti-Communists  in  Man¬ 
churia. 

We  understand  the  iron  curtain  around  Rus-' 
sia  is  to  prevent  the  world  from  seeing  how 
a  few  million  Communists  govern  one  hun¬ 
dred  ninety  million  Russians  with  fear  and 
slavery,  and  what  they  are  doing  to  four  mil¬ 
lion  Germans,  one  and' one-half  million  Poles 
and  two  million  other  Europeans  carried  into 
Russia  as  slaves.  But  why  the  Iron  Curtain 
around  Europe? 

The  other  reason  for  war,  we  afe  told,  was 
to  abolish  dictatorship  in  the  world— that  it 
would  be  worth  sacrificing  our  sons  to  do  this 
— to  do  away  with  Hitler.  Now  it  develops 
Hitler  was  a  small-time  operator.  We  crushed 
him  and  made  way  for  Stalin,  who  does  the 
dictator  job  on  a  world-wide  scale,  with  fifteen 
million  Russians  in  concentration  camps,  seven 
and  one-half  million  European  slaves  in  Siberia 
and. his  active  agents  in  every  country — pre¬ 
paring  to  take  over  for  Stalin. 

In  our  State  ^Department  alone,  it  is  es¬ 
timated  there  are  from  two  to  four  thousand 
Russia  Firsters.  So  we  did  not  establish  the 
Four  Freedoms,  the  Atlantic  ^Charter  hangs 
in  no  library,  and  we  have  dictatorship.  And 
we  have  Communism  all  over  the  world.  We 
crushed  the  obstacles  to  Communism  in  Europe 
allowing  it  to  spread  fast. 

After  all  our  sacrifices,  we  are  .afraid  to  be' 
Americans — are  afraid  to  tell  Stalin  to  get  his. 
Reds  out  of  our  government.  We  are  afraid 
to  speak  for  the  Polish  people  who  fought  five 
years  as  a. faithful  ally — we  are  afraid  to  speak 
up  for  any  of  the  countries  that  were  promised 
the  Four  Freedoms  and  are  now  under  the 
heel  of  Stalin.  What  will  these  countries  think 
of  the  U.S.  ?  Looks  like  Uncle  Sam  needs  to 
read  Dale  Carnegie’s  book.

The  so-called  Polish  Government  is  pro¬ 
testing  for  freedom  of  the  Spanish  people — 
while  the  Polish  people  would  rejoice  to  have 
Franco.

Communism  may  be  a  good  thing  for  Am¬ 
erica.

It  may  be  that 
all  we  have  read  or  heard  is  wrong.  If  it  has 
been  good  for  Russia  then  America  should 
have  it. 

/The  writer  will  be  glad  to  make  a  trip  to 
Russia  to  learn  with  an  open  min'd,  if  the  Rus¬ 
sian  Ambassador  will  guarantee  the  writer 
freedom  to  travel  in  Russia,  as  we  do  thousands 
of  Russians  here  who  do  not  even  have  their 
names  listed  in  Washington  and^  are  free  to 
go  where  they  wish.  We  ask  only  to  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  talk  to  Russians  and  visit  their  homes 
.  and  factories  with  no  government  agent  at 
our  side.  If  we  are  wrong,  we  want  to  know  it. 
If  the  Russian  people  prosper  under  Commun¬ 
ism,  this  paper  will  endorse  and  promote  it 
in  America.  We  will  support  all  these  Com¬ 
munist-inspired  bills  and  endorse  these  many 
agencies  that  the  Reds  want  continued  even 
in  peacetime.  We  will  help  push  more  Com¬ 
munists  into  key  positions  in  our  government 
in  order  to  smother  Washington’s  and  Jeffer¬ 
son’s  ideas. 

We  are.  told  that  96%  of  the  Russian  people 
are  practically  slaves — have '  no  liberty,  are 
paid  mostly  in  ration  books,  are  not  allowed, 
to  own  a  home,  have  to  trade  in  the  govern¬ 
ment  store  they  are  sent  to.

We  understand  that  now,  one  year  after  the 
war,  when  our  army  is  practically  demobil¬ 
ized  and  most  of  our  boys  ha  ve  returned  home, 
Russia  is  drafting  all  boys  over  fifteen  years 
of  age— that  Russia  has  all  arms  and  ammuni¬ 
tion  factories,  taken  over  by  -her  in  several 


European  countries,  now  running  full  time. 
We  wonder  why? 

We  have  read  that  they  have  practically  run 
religion  of  every  kind  underground  in  coun¬ 
tries  held  by  them.  We  are  informed  that  even 
our  Ambassador-lives  where  the  house  and  yard 
is  lit  by  powerful  flood  lights  at  .  night  and 
Russian  agents  watch  and  trail  him  and  his 
assistants — that  they  are  forbidden  to  leave  a 
certain  district  around  Moscow  without  a  per¬ 
mit  and  a  guide.  .Compare  this  with  the  free¬ 
dom  we  allow  thousands  of  Russians  here, 
where  they  may  take  car,  train  or  .plane~go 
day  or  night  where  they  wish. 

Still  we  hear,  “Don’t  offend  Russia,  you 
may  cause  disunity”.  We  cannot  have  unity 
of  right  and  v  wrong.  If  we  are  wrong,  and 
Russia  will  allow  those  opposed  to  Commun¬ 
ism  freedom  to  see  what  it  has  done  for  their 
country,  if  wejik.e  it,~th£n  we  could  have  unity. 

'  We  have  nothing  to  hide  here  in  the  United 
States  or  if  we  do,  we  are'  too  dumb  to  hide  it. 

.  What  .are  they  hiding  in  Russia, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia;  Hungary,  Rumania  and  Ger¬ 
many?'’  Why  not  raise  the  “iron  curtain”? 

.  Let’s  see  what  Communism  has  done  for  those 
countries  so  we  may  appreciate  what  our  Com-  * 
munists  and  fellow-travelers  are  trying  to  sell 
us  here  in  America.  We  will  make  the  job 
easier  for  them.

No  doubt  Gromyko  is  one  of  Communism’s 
brightest  scholars  to  he  chosen  to  represent 
them  at  the  most  important  meetings  of  the 
world.  We  have'other  U.S.  citizens  like  Dr. 
Lange,  who  would  give  up  their  U.S.  citizen¬ 
ship  to  serve  Stalin,  but  at  present  we  allow 
them  to  disrupt  and  reorganize  America. 

The  writer  has  stood  on  the  spot  where  Pat¬ 
rick  Henry  made  his  speech'heard  around  the 
world.  If  he  repeated  that  speech  today,  no 
doubt  he  would  be  called  a'Fascist.  Poor  George 
Washington  was  all  wrong  about  Americanism. 


MAXIM  LITVINOV 


Maxim  Litvinov,  the  last  of  five  names  he 
has  used.  When  he  schemed  and  used  the 
Red  fifth  column  to  get  American  recognition 
of  Russia  in  1933,  he  pledged  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  that  it  would  be  the  fixed  policy  of 
the  Soviet  government  to  restrain  all  of  its 
representatives  from  any  act  liable  in  any 
way  to  in  injure  the*  tranquility  and  order  of 
the  American  Nation.  ' 

As  soon  as  Russia  was  recognized,  the  Reds 
started  over  two  hundred  Communist  papers 
under  five  languages  here  to  disrupt  us. 

As  the  Communist  Mejinsky  said  later,  “As 
long  as  there  are  fools  to  take  our  signature 
seriously,  we  will  promise  anything,'  provid¬ 
ing  that  we  can  get  something  tangible  in  ex¬ 
change.”  ' 

Twelve  billion  of  our  lend-lease  gift  was 
very  tangible.  Our  second  front  to  break 
down  Germany  for  Stalin  and  Communism 
was  tangible.  We  were  sold  a  bill  of  goods 
and  they  still  sell  us.

It  means  the  abolition  of  all  religion,  of  all 
morality,  of  the  family  relationship,  of  all  free¬ 
dom,  and  of  all  property  rights.

JOHN  L.  LEWIS 


John  L.  Lewis,  President  of  the  United  Mine 
Works  of  .America  and  former  head  of  the 
C.  I.  O.,  said1  in  a  published  interview  in.  New 
York  on  February  29,  1944:  “The  Commun¬ 
ists  dominate  the  C.I.O.  today.  Philip  Murray 
is  today  the  prisoner  of  the  Communists  in  his 
own  union.  They  control  him  through  their 
seats  on  his  Executive  Committee  and  there 
isn’t  a  blessed  thing  he  can  do  about  it.  Sidney 
Hillman  is  just  as  . badly  off.  Both  of  them 
have  to  play  ball  with  the  Communists  now 
or  die.  Communism  has  an  anti-national  and 
basically  an  anti-economic  quality.  It  does  not 
care  for  history  or  the  experience  of  humanity 
for  the  freedom  or  the  dignity  of  man.  And 
the  last  thing  on  earth  in  which  the  American 
Communists  are  interested  is-  the  American 
way  of  life.” 


UNIMPEACHABLE  TESTIMONIES  IN 

FAVOR  OF  SPAIN’S  NEUTRALITY 

To  anyone  studying  dispassionately  the  so- 
called  Spanish  problem,  it  is  a  curious  thing 
to  observe  that  the  .more  efforts  Spain  makes 
to  demonstrate  her  goodwill  towards  the  Un¬ 
ited  Nations,  and  especially  towards  the  United 
States,  the  more  pressure  is  exerted  upon  her 
and  the  more  warnings  she  receives.  It  seems 
that  one  of  the  grounds  on  which  it  is  sought 
to  justify  this  course  of  action  is  the  allegation 
that  the  Spanish  Government  aided  the  Axis 
powers. 

Generally,  it  can  be  established  that  any 
Spanish  action  apparently  favorable  to  the 
Axis  powers,  was  taken  under  pressure  and 
in  self-defense,  in  order  to  prevent  an  Axis 
invasion  which  would  have  ruined  Spain 
and  .  caused  incalculable  injury  to  the  Allied 
cause.  On  the  other  hand,  action  taken 
favorable  to  the  United  Nations  was  prompted 
by  a  friendly  feeling  towards  them. 

The  late  President  Roosevelt  ih  his  letter 
to  Generalissimo  Franco  in  November,  1942, 
fully  assured  Spain  that  she  had  “nothing  to 
fear  from  the  United  Nations”  and  also  said: 

“It  is  because  your  nation  and  mine  are  . 
friends  in  the  best  sense  of  the  word  and  be¬ 
cause  you  and  I  are  sincerely  desirous  of  the 
continuation  of  that  friendship  for  our  mutual 
good  that  T  want  very  simply  to  tell  you  of  the 
compelling  reasons  that  have  forced  me  to 
send  a  powerful  American  military  force  to  the 
assistance  of  the  French  possessions  in  North 
Africa.” 

And  Mr.  Churchill,  in  his-  speech  of  May  24, 
1944,  in  the  House  of  Commons,  stated  that 
“there  is  no  doubt  that  if  Spain  had  yielded  to 
German  blandishment  and  pressure,  our  bur¬ 
den  Would  have  been  much  heavier.  The 
Straits  of  Gibraltar  would  have  been  closed 
and  all  access  to  the  Mediterranean  would  have 
been  cut  off  from  the  west,  and  the  Spanish 
coasts  would  have  become  a  nesting'  place  for 
German  U-boats.  .  1  .  I  shall  always  consider 
it  a  service  rendered  by  Spain,  not  only  to  the 
United  Kingdom  arid  the  British  Erripire  and 
Commonwealth,  but  to  the  cause  of  the  Un¬ 
ited  Nations.  :  .  .  I  am  here  today  to  speak  kind¬ 
ly  words  about  Spain.  Let  me  add  this  hope, 
that  .she  will  be  a  strong  influence  for  the  peace 
of  the  Mediterranean  after  the  war.  .  .  .  The. 
internal  political  arrangements  in  Spain  are 
a  matter  for  Spaniards  themselves.  It  is  riot 
for  us  to  meddle  in  these  affairs  as  a  govern¬ 
ment.” 


STRIKES 

“Mass  action  (under  Communist  leader¬ 
ship)  includes:  a  combination  of  Strikes  and 
demonstrations;  a  corribination  of  strikes  and 
armed  demonstrations  and  finally,  the  general 
strike  conjointly  with  armed  insurrection 
against  the  state  power  of  the  bourgeoisie”.  - 
From  the  “Program  of  the  Communist  In¬ 
ternational”,  an  official  Red  document  pub¬ 
lished  with  imprint  of  the  Communist  party 
of  the  U.S.A.
